You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  school  house 
in  said  district  on  the  3rd  day  of  March  1958,  at  8  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  chose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Commit- 
tees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries 
of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment 
of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize 
the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums 
as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  foundation 
aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to 
certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  whether  the  school  district  will  authorize 
the  school  board  to  contract  with  the  Marlboro  School 
district  for  the  education  of  all  future  junior-senior  high 
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school  pupils,  beginning  in  Sept.  1958;  under  provisions 
of  chapter  194,  sec.  22  of  NH  laws;  such  contract  not  to 
effect  pupils  already  enrolled  in  schools  other  than  Marl- 
boro Jr.-Sr.  high  school  nor  changing  the  tuition  rate  paid 
for  such  pupils.

parents  of  a  school  system,  as  a  constructive  means  of 
improving  the  educational  growth  and  development  of 
children,  solving  pupil  problems  of  retardation  and  mal- 
adjustment, adapting  the  program  of  studies  to  meet  the

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REPORT  OF 
SCHOOL  SUPERENTENDENT 


The  new  Marlboro  Junior-Senior  High  School  build- 
ing has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  use.  This  modern 
building  provides  for  opportunities  in  shop,  home  eco- 
nomics, physical  education  and  academic  studies  for  all 
pupils,  as  well  as  an  opportunity  for  both  boys  and  girls 
to  play  on  the  basketball  and  baseball  teams  and  take 
part  in  other  sports. 

Roxbury  elementary  pupils  now  attending  Marlboro 
schools  can  now  complete  their  high  school  educations  in 
Marlboro  under  advantageous  conditions. 

Since  the  tuition  rate  at  Marlboro  is  over  one  hundred 
dollars  per  pupil  less  than  tuition  at  neighboring  high 
schools,  the  Roxbury  school  board  desires  a  district  vote 
on  a  contract  agreement  with  Marlboro  for  the  education 
of  junior-senior  high  school  pupils.  Such  a  contract  would 
permit  pupils  already  enrolled  in  Keene  to  complete  their 
education  there  with  full  tuition  paid  by  the  district.  Pu- 
pils entering  school  starting  in  Sept.  1958  and  thereafter 
may  attend  any  school  of  their  choice,  but  the  Roxbury 
district  would  pay  tuition  only  to  the  amount  charged  by 
Marlboro. 

It  is  estimated  that  such  a  contract  would  save  the 
Roxbury  District  $1,000  dollars  per  year.  Attendance  at 
Marlboro  would  also  result  in  a  considerable  reduction  in 
transportation  distances  and  ultimately  in  transportation 
costs.  It  should  be  noted  that  Roxbury  would  have  some 
control  over  the  education  of  their  children  at  Marlboro, 
since  both  districts  are  members  of  the  same  supervisory 
union  and  under  the  same  superintendent  of  schools.

ARTICLE  IV.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  ensuing 
year.  4  votes  were  cast.  Of  these  Laura  Menter  had  4;  was 
declared  elected  and  took  oath  of  office. 

ARTICLE  V.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries 
of  the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer  and  for  the  com- 
pensation of  any  other  officers  and  agents  of  the  district. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  salaries  as  requested 
be  accepted.  Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VI.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees,  officers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  this  article  be  passed 
over.  Vote  in  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VII.  To  choose  agents,  auditors  and  com- 
mittees in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  war- 
rant. 
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Motion  made  and  seconded  that  Mr.  James  Miskelly 
be  retained  as  Auditor.  Vote  in  affirmative. 

Discussion  held  as  to  committee  being  appointed  for 
investigation  of  consolidation  of  school  districts. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  School  Board 
shall  act  as  an  Advisory  committee  in  connection  with 
consolidation  of  schools. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  dis- 
trict will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools, 
for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district, 
and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropria- 
tion of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income; 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  school  district 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,515.00,  and  author- 
ize and  direct  the  school  board  to  apply  against  said  ap- 
propriation such  income  as  is  estimated  by  the  school 
board  exclusive  of  state  aid,  and  upon  the  determination 
of  the  amount  of  state  aid  to  be  received  by  the  school 
district  during  the  next  fiscal  year,  to  authorize  and  di- 
rect the  school  board  to  apply  against  such  appropriation 
the  sum  to  be  received  from  state  aid  and  with  the  school 
district  clerk  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  as  an 
assessment  to  be  raised  by  the  town  for  school  purposes.

of  the  Otter  Brook  Dam  and  Reservoir  Project.
